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Attachment to Advisory Action 

In regards to the merits of Lape, the applicants' contend that Lape does not teach that the 
pressure foot 260 applies any pressure to any component, which carries the function of bonding 
an adhesive coated component to a circuit board. 

The examiner transverses to the extent that Lape shows in Figure 14 A, that at least one 
pressure foot 260 is in direct contact with at least one of the components. This direct contact is 
equivalent to the application of a force being applied to the component by the foot 260. 

It appears that the structure utilized to extend the pressure feet and the pressure feet 
themselves, which is recited by the means-plus-function language (last 3 lines of Claim 1), does 
not distinguish over the structure of Lape. A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the 
manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the 
c laimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all the structural 
limitations of the claim. Ex Parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987).
